“ (1) If it appears to the district council that the person making any claim for compensation in 
respect of land taken otherwise than by agreement for the purposes of any one improvement scheme 
under the Labourers Acts, or in respect of any estate or interest in such land is not absolutely 
entitled to the land estate or interest in respect of which his claim is made, or if the title to such 
land estate or interest is not satisfactorily deduced to the district council, then if the total amount 
of such compensation does not amount to one hundred pounds and exceeds twenty pounds the 
district council may, anything in the Lands Clauses Acts as amended by the Second Schedule to 
the Housing of the Working Classes Act, 1890, to the contrary notwithstanding, pay the compensa- 
tion into the county court, and that court shall thereupon have with respect thereto all the juris- 
diction exerciseable by the High Court under the Lands Clauses Acts as so amended. 

“ (2) Rules of Court shall regulate the practice and procedure under this section, and in 
particular shall provide that the costs payable by the rural district council incident to the payment 
out of court of any moneys shall not exceed ten pounds ” — (Mr. Attorney -General for Inland for 
Mr. Wyndham).
